A reply to this question 
in detail would require a long state- 
ment, but I can only say in a few words 
I am unalterably opposed to the single 
gold standard, and I believe it is the 
chief cause of the panics, financial dis- 
tress and

property,

unlimited coinage of silver independent 
of the action of any other nation. Un- 
der It we prospered, until the politi- 
cians and interested financiers meddled 
with out financial system for the pur- 
pose of benefiting themselves, and 
this ted to the train of evils which ex- 
ist on every hand in our country to- 
day. 
This, above all, is the para~ 


mount issue, for an appreciating dollar 
robs debtors in the name of honesty 
and crushes honest enterprise that 
monopoly may flourish.

High Prices For Potatoa*. 


The advance in the price of potatoes 


has not yet been recorded in Sioux Falls, 
S. D., where the price is now only 25 
cents per bushel. The crop in that part 
of the state is a big one, and -when the 
advance comes the benefit to the grow- 
ers-will be large. Prospectors from Mc- 
Lean county, His., and Jackson county, 
la., say the price there is from 75 cents 
to $1 per bushel, and at the present 
freight rate to Chicago the price ought 
to advance at least 30 cents per bushel. 
A fanner from Lincoln county says he 
has 444 acres of potatoes which he 
thinks will yield 200 bushels per acre. 
This will give him close to 90,000 bush- 
els of tubers from which he.will makf 
a fortune.—St. Paul Pioneer Press.

In reply: I 
stand upon the Chicago piau'orm, 
which was indorsed by the Democratic 
state convention, I believe in the old 
Democratic doctrine of "special privi- 
tegea to none," and do not believe the 
Federal government has any right to 
levy a tax that enriches one class of 
people and impoverishes another.

am opposed to legislation in the shape 
at tariff taws that will favor any com- 
bination of wealth, such as have grown 
a& since the war, and which are kaown 
is trusts and combines. The govern- 
ment most have moa«y to defray its 
legitimate expenses, but I am firmly 
of the conviction that the taxes should 
be levied upon the wealth o{ the coun- 
try, anil not upon the toiling classes. 


In the second question, you ask what 


U my view of tbe 
present national 


banking system. I do not beiiev* that 
banks should be empowered to issue 
paper money at will, or at all. I believe 
the pow«r to issue moa«y, either bl- 
m«ta!l!c or paper, U a constitutional 
one. vested so!e-y in tha Federal gov- 
ernment, anfi cacnM be safely delegat- 
ed. 
In my judgment,

can be made so dangerous to republics

fmun Boons Bathtub*. 


President Felix Faure devotes special 


tnd unceasing attention to cleanliness. 
He is doing more to spread the use of 
the bathtub in France than any other j 
Frenchman of these or former times. A ! 
Paris correBpoadeut says that •wherever 
the president goes for a week or ten 
days there must be a bathhouse with 
all modern improvements. He refuses 
to stop even overnight in a house or ho- 
tel that has no bathroom. His hobby 
causes many persons inconvenience, for 


iie bathroom is not a universal institc- 
ion in France, as in this country. In 
act, the provincial French towns ore 


barren of private bathtubs as most 


•rairie villages in this country. Never- 
heless the president holds fast to the 
lathtub as a condition precedent to his 
visit to any town or castle. 


In the presidential palace in Paris 


and in the castle at Fontainebleau M. 
Taure had elaborate bathrooms fitted 
with the latest appliances and luxuries. 
In the castle at Rambouillet last year the 
president caused 100,000 francs to be 
[pent for bathrooms which he might 
use during his three or four -weeks' resi- 
dence there. 


The president's passion for cleanliness 


las been a source of much vexation and 
ndustry at all the provincial prefoc- 
iures which he has visited since suc- 
ceeding M. Carnot Usually on his ex- 
cursions through the land he lodges at 
these prefectures, and, as none of them 
•was provided with bathrooms when he 
began hi* tours, there has been a great 
bustling about to make good the de- 
ficiencies. A large bathhouse was built 
last year at the prefecture in Rennes, 
preparatory to his brief sojourn there, 
and a similar house was erected at the 
prefecture in Valence this year in an- 
ticipation of his visit The vigor with 
which the president is leading bis 
movement for bath reform is said to 
have brought him many con verts and to 
have given the neglected bathtub in- 
dustry a great boom in the republic.— 
New York Sun. 


face. It has been shown that land so 
prepared lost only one-third as much 
water by evaporation as land having a 
firmly packed surface. It is well to nse 
the harrow after each rain that is hard 
enough to pack the surface. 


For root crops manure will be needed 


unless the hind is very rich. Spread on 
well rotted manure after the shallow 
plowing. Subsoil and surface plow in 
the fall, or, if that cannot be done, 
plow as deep as possible. If rotted ma- 
nure is not available, it is advisable to 
keep fresh manure piled during the win- 
ter instead of spreading it in the fall. 


The extreme dryness of the air and 


soil in this state makes the decomposi- 
tion of manure when incorporated in 
the soil a very slow process, and as it is 
only when decomposed that it is useful 
to the plant the importance of soiuo 
method for hastening that operation 
may easily be recognized. Well rotted 
manure, in addition to its fertilizing 
effect, aids in retaining moisture in the 
soil, and, if plowed deep enough, im- 
proves the condition of tho herfvy loam 
soils, which are much inclined to pack. 


Fall preparation of the hind leaves 


1 the ground cleaner, especially if it bo 
plowed early. It exposes a large surface 
of soil to the action of the frost, and 
this leaves it in excellent tilth in the 
spring. The ground, being broken up, 
holds the rain and melted mow water, 
and when tha temperature is favorable 
undergoes the chemical action before 
spoken of. 


The Straw Shad. 


Upon some farms the straw shed ha> 


long since beeu abandoned and more 
commodious buildings have taken the 
place of this pioneer shelter. The swing- 
ing stacker has made it possible to b-iild 
a stack that will act as a very good 
shelter, but when the stniw is thrown 
upon a large shed it makes one of the 
very best places for stock in the winter 
time, A few bur oak forks set in the 
ground, supporting stout ridgepoles, 
covered with short poles and brush, 
afford oue of the most convenient places 
to put straw for shelter as well as feed.' 
The best inauner to tluild them, we have 
found, is to make them open to the south 
only, and the ells at the cuds of the 
stack may project much further south 
than the shed proper, which will afford 


'• good shelter from winds and not. ex- 
clude very much Buuskiue.—Cor. Io\vu 
Homestead.

London1* Water Supply. 


The water supply of London U enor- 


mous. It reaches 641,461 houses, and 
the 
avercgo daily consumption if 


I87,580,3a3 gallons, or a daily average 
of about 83 gallons per capita in a pop- 
ulation of 6,675,370. The area supplied 
is 845 square miles, and there are 
5,147 
nules of wat«r pipe and 83,965 


fire hydrants. Of this vater 107,000,000 
gallons come from the river Thames, 
51,000,000 from the river Lea and the 
rest from springs and artesian wells. In 
former years there was a great deal of 
criticism directed against the London 
water supply because of its insufficient 
quantity and its impure quality, but 
since 1893, when a parliamentary com- 
mission was appointed to investigate 
the question, there has been no cause of 
complaint. 


The greater part o* the supply taken 


from the Thames com?s from above 
Richmond, where the wa^er is compar- 
atively pure, and is conducted by a se- 
ries of aqueducts into 54 different res- 
ervoirs, covering CSO acres, with an ag- 
gregate capacity of 1,935,100,000 gal- 
lons. From these the water is passed 
through 120 filtering beds, some of 
which absorb 1,000,000 gallons •min- 
ute. The water passes through six or 
seven inches of sand before it reaches 
the pipes, and this sand is cleaned care- 
fully every month.—Chicago Record.

A million dollars seems a pretty 


round sum to pay for a cloak, and prob- 
ably even Worth never dreamed of ask- 
ing so fabulous a price for the most 
elaborate of his garments. And yet in 
the National museum at Washington is 
a cloak the cost of which cannot be 
reckoned at less than this vast amount, 
and ladies may be pleased to learn that 
Vt was not a woman, but a man, who 
was guilty of such a piece of extrava- 
gance. 


Long years ago, when the Hawaiian 


Islands, small as they are, supported 
not one but several flourishing king- 
doms, the kings, chiefs and nobles, 
whenever they appeared in public on 
state occasions, wore, instead of the 
purple and ermine of more civilized 
potentates, capes and cloaks of brilliant 
feathers. The ladies of tho court were 
forced to content themselves with feath- 
er boas, as we should coll them, known 
as lei& These capes and collars were 
made from the yellow, red and black 
feathers of a few species of small birds 
peculiar to tne Sandwich Islands and 
called, from their habits, honey suck- 
ers. Fashion ruled even in those day*, 
and as the yellow feathers were scarcer 
than the reel yellow was the fashionable 
color, and the more powerful the chief 
the more yellow was hia robe of stale. 
These yellow feathers were found only 
on two or three species of birds, tho 
finest coming from a bird called in the 
native UuiKuage luamo and known as 
Drepams pacifica by ornithologist* 


I 
These birds, with their striking black 


and yellow plumage, were as dear to 


• the heart* of the Hawaiian zaonarchs as 
they miKut b« today to the hearts of 
patriotic Princeton students and were 
sought for far and near tl-jroughont the 
islands. The populace paid pell taxes in 
golden feathers instead of golden dol- 
lars, and as eaiJi bird furnished but a 
few feathers the taxes may b*» consid- 
ered as having beea high. Some esti- 
mate of the \ alno of the feathers may 
bo formed from the prices paid in later 
times, \v lion a piece nf nankeen cloth 
valued at $1.50 was the equivalent of 
five feathers; but, after all, the great 
element in the cost of these cloaks was 
time and labor, since the making of a 
single cloak requuxxi from 60 to 100 
years.

mand the chiefs were accustomed to 
employ a regular staff of bird catchers, 
much us a modiaaval baron had his staff 
of falconers.

The police of Paris recently discover- 


ed a regularly organized market place 
for the sale of spurious coins of Franca 
It was extensively patronized by wait- 
era, who lay in a supply of tlie false 
coins to work them off on tourists. The I 
large stock of false coins seized was 
found to be of quality superior to that' 
generally uttered by counterfeiters. The 
idea seemed to be to safely insure small 
profits. For instance, a lot of 5 frano 
pieces were found to have an almost 
bullion value of 3 francs each. They 
were «old to the waiter customers for 4 
francs each, allowing tho dishonest pur 
chaser » clear profit of 1 franc. Few 
people look closely at a franc piece, nnd 
a very bad imitation can be successfully 
uttered in four cases out of fiva The 
average price paid at this exchange for 
franc pieces was 25 centimes, or 2^ 
cents.

NEW MATCH MATERIAL. 


taper t» Snpenede Wood In Uu Mamo-

It is predicted that paper is the com- 


ing material for matches. The prospect 
of the wooden match industry being ap- 
preciably affected by a new process for 
manufacturing matches of paper is held 
to be extremely probable, particularly 
as the best wood for this purpose is con- 
stantly growing scarcer and more costly. 


Tho new matches are couMuerably 


cheaper than the wooden product, and 
weigh much less, which counts for 
mttch in exportation. The sticks of the 
matches consist of paper rolled together 
on the bias. The paper is rather strong 
and porous, and, when immersed in a 
solution of was, stearin and similar 
substances, sticks well together :ind 
burns with a bright, smokeless and 
odorless flame

the people ot tbe city are compelled 
0 breathe with impurities that re- 
su t tn typhoid and malarial fever 
and diphtheria epidemics. Sewers 
empty their filth into open ditches 
in half a dozen or more different 
parts of the city, and this state of 
affaire, though having existed for 
yean, is only called tdftotiee forcibly 
enough to demand relief when half 
the city is under quarantine from 
contagion* diseases that continue to 
spread and from which deaths are re- 
ported almost daily.
